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1. Applicant's election with traverse of Figs. 1-3 with claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 13 and 15 in Paper 
No. 8 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that no unduly extensive or 
burdensome search would be required to examine the various claims of the noted species in the 
same application. This is not found persuasive because applicants have not provided any specific 
arguments as to why the different structural features of the species would not be a serious burden 
for the examiner to search. Clearly, the features in Figs. 6-7 are very different than the features 
in elected Figs. 1 -3 which would render a serious burden for the examiner to search. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should be drafted as a 
single paragraph reflective of the elected Figs. 1-3. Correction is required. SeeMPEP 

§ 608.01(b). 

3. The drawings are objected to because label Figs. 8-9 "prior art". Correction is required. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 , 3 lines 2-4 not clearly understood. Not clear what is meant by the language of 
"vertical side wall except at one side thereof. Not clear how only one/a side can be present. 
Use language like on page 5, lines 26-27. 

Claim 7, line 1 language of "to any of claim 1" is confusing. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 13, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 

by Lin. 

A vertical side wall is either one of elements 22. The driving means (fan) is fixed to heat 
sink substrate 25 by plate or cover 10. A height of an upper surface of the side wall 22 is lower 
than that of an upper surface 32 of the driving means as seen in Figs. 3-4.
